'"I'ho essence of ,Jifdni»iin is tlio doc- 
trine of ono God," snld Unldil Jlerge;- 
nt last night's meet ng of the ('ompur- 
atlve i(el glon.<i Study Oroup, Jle then 
elaborated on this theme, nnd told Uic 
history of Judaism. 

Slrlclly fipeaklng, .Iiid.'ilsin Hhould 
refer only to the people of Juda: but 
n the course of time tho name has 
come to mean the religion of all the 
Jow!». Til s creed, wh'ch was en- 
trusted by div lie rule, lin.i a two-foi.l 
nature; to keep rel g ons Irnth.i pure 
and to ooiiiB In contact with all rlv- 
lllscd nations throu.gh the med um of 
the heart nnd mind. 

According to the accepted Idea 
Abraham w.is the innovator of Jud- 
'a sin, being f.lie. ono who was chcien 
by God to shotv the way. After pas- 
s'ng gradually through tho patriarch- 
al and prophetic per'ods of about three 
thousand five hundred yt.-nrj the re- 
I'glon reached the stage 11. \\hlch It 
now rests. 

The God of thn Jews was r.ot se- 
lected from a number of deities. In 
fact He la opposed to all others and 
Is vcrj* antagonl.Ht!'; to the image 
worship, cruelty and v'ce wh'ch they 
encourage.

- greater vogut than tv;.r, particularly In senior classes. It* excellence 
is undisputed. Many of our university clubt, attended voluntarily, ajid man- 
aKOd by students, arc very similar to seminar classes. ' . 

It appears than that seminars Trould appeal to the average student far 
more than lectures. The drawback ot the system Is that It cannot be con- 
ducted where large group.s are to be dealt with. The freshman class in 
English, for example, could net hnve complete and competent instruction by 
the seminar method, and at jiresent the faculties of most universities, includ- 
ing our own prefer the lecture system, where as many as necessary can listen 
to the teafliin^s of tiic ut'if. well-informed authority. The freshman cla.-îF i 
therefore recei\oc the ijt-ncfU of the most learned professors in the college. 

In later years, however, when more subjects arc open to be chosen and 
!ar less stiider.lf^ avj n!''<'l'-'i '." i-hocse thcni, a great deal cf ins^truc; i'.'ii fould 
lie imparted ai the seminar. A sr^ui many courses oi lectures are boring, and 
it is no use hiding the fact. Oood as the lectures may be, the student is not 
culled to net consîiructivfly and he feels that something is being forced 
upon him. 

Students witli any interest ut ail in their work usually find the prepara- 
tion ot u paper a delightful and absorbing task, and the discussion that fol- 
lows it (Hiitr iiitfi-r-s; inir. ffpevlall.v it it invoives argument.

THE INFLUENCE OF FLATTERY 

FLATTEHY of .1 r^nr.ore varifty is rnrr. I'la'tfioiy ;i rijle have little 
good intent behind their actions, but .seek rather to overpraise and gra- 
tify the vanity ot those upon whom they turn their attentlou. Tlic flattered, 
too, seldom derive real benefit from rnhaiiflng «oniment.s and riinarke mode 
to them, but tcel. rather, honored, gratified or pleased wiih ihcmscivcH. 

Man is a peculiar creature. Uo Is always open, indeed often willing, to 
be fooled and hoodwinked, yet lie doe.M not like tv fee', ./'If r» know that 

ho realises the deception. One oC the easiest ways to acquire u person's 
goodwill and support is to flatter his vanity. Jilvoryonc ia prone, hi one form 
,or another, to stoop to this ,allh(nigh many do not realise or appreciate what 
they are doing. Similarly it is sometimes difficult to observe when the same 
art Is being practised upon oneself. Kven wiicn one realises what Is hap- 
pening, one hcflltates' or refuses to make the discovery for vain reasons. It 
Is easier and far more pleasant to banish the lurking .«uspiiion or icrtainty 
that one is being hoodwinked and continue tu accept CJinpllnients and flat- 
tering remarks at their face value. * 

There is no man more easily deceived than he who prides himself 1,11 hU. 
immunity from flattery. Some college .students can be placed in this (ius.s. 
those, wiio w ltii the l;iiow led^c i,r li;.tl(f nion- îti;iii tin- ^i.rniinology of the 
subject, desire to be thought more learned tlniii they icully are, and thus 
expose themselves to flatlei-y In its most acute form. I.'iieonsciously they

Therefore .1 frank criticism 
of tlie plan In these columns Is ruled 
out. Which Is precisely what Llndiey 
the RuRsels, Joseph Collins, even Louis 
Bronifleld, H. O. 'Wells, Biirbank, and 
olhrrs have born crying oui kmj iilmiit 
for years. Namely that the problem 
that most concerns the groainç 
youth Is the one about which he is least 
Informed. All the above writers attri- 
bute this to the misguided application 
of Christianity. In a Utter to .rudge 
Lindscy, Bertrand Russell closes with 
the following: "The persectillon to 
wiiich you are being subjected is sup- 
plying me with ovidenca tor my fav- 
orite thesis, that rollKlon Is the chief 
enemy of klndllnèas and decortcy In the 
modern world". Joseph Collins a« ex- 
pert neurologist with over JO years ex- 
perience says in "The Doctor Looks at 
Love and Life": "The chief branches 
of the Catholic Church, the Roman an<l 
the Anglican, have at last fotind some- 
thing^'on wiilch they can pull together: 
the prevention of any Federal legis- 
lation designed to encourage birlli- 
control. It is safe to anticipât* that 
the church will win out for a time, btit 
It is safer to predict that eventually 
she will lose." 

Thoush Judge LIndsey may never 
have read the above passage he ob- 
served the progress of hirth-contfdl 
and the relation of hi.i plan to It from 
a similar angle: "To protest aitatnst 
this colossal phenomenon Is like try- 
ing to stop the tide by scoldinir It. I 
suggest that if we ratlonalixe this new 
thing, and use It Intelligently, we may 
bo able to derive from it a degree ot 
social and spiritual power capable of 
creating for our descendenls à belter 
world than we have been able to fa- 
shion for our own use and happiness." 
Further on he notes wiiat the experi- 
ence of changing styles and customs 
would also seem to predict, that the 
apparent radicalism of thin present 
hook will be the conservatism of a 
later age. 

After all it is a pity that Judge 
LIndsey did not describe hie plan ànil 
Us likely benefits to humanity In less 
than 400 pages. It Is a t>!ty because It 
could have been ilone. The elimination 
of many lurid tales of Denver's erst, 
while, youth would have cleared the air 
about his scheme. It would have 
strengthened his argument without les- 
sening Iho power of his Indlclmenl. À 
clear underslandlniSr of his views Is 
what he most needs. And his principles 
onillncd In The Campènlenète MarrU 
age need never have been encumbered 
«0 aa to give hasty critics the oppiir- 
liinliy to damn I he book as food for 
the morhldly curious.

Until the early days of the twentieth 
century tho time honored adage "de 
morluls nil nisi bonum" was more or 
less commonly observed. With the 
drawing of that enlightened era, how 
ever. It seems to be a custom hoitored 
more in the breach than in the observ- 
ance. Formerly, once a man had been 
decently Interred his sins were burled 
with him, -while hla virtues were hand- 
ed down to posterity. Today we 
simply reverse the process. AVe still 
bury our dead, but at the same time 
wo bury even deeper their virtues, 
and scarcely has the last note of the 
funeral dlr(e died away before the 
great American p&itira* of muck-rak- 
InK begins. 

At the present moment «ne of the 
most phenomenally sueeettful produc- 
tions on the New Tcrk stage Is a play 
purporting to be an expose of the 
corruption of American politics In 
general and a decently deceased ex- 
preslàent of the United States in par- 
ticular. The play, dramatized from 
an equally successful no\'el of last 
year, was stopped by the police In 
Philadelphia, but lii democratic New 
York prospective scavengers are being 
turned away In droves from the box 
office. Last season two of the best 
sellers in the avowedly non-flctlon 
class were biographies of George 
Washington, In the light of which the 
father of his country emerged more 
than «. little the worse for wear, to 
put It mildly. The tnslgntflcnnt and 
utterly commonplace Individual Is by 
no means the Washington we have 
been honoring for the past hundred 
years or so. 

Nor are the.se two An\erlcan states- 
men the only victims of this increas- 
ingly popular sport of devastation by 
biography. Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Lord Byron, Nap'Heon Bonaparte, àni3 
a score of others no less Illustrious. 
hxyi been the subjects of biographies 
distlnculshed by their senaitlonallsm, 
and the substitution of fantastic, nnd 
aa a rule, unpleas.int reading ihe.>.-Ir:' 
for prosaic and generally admit te.i 
r.icts. No one seems to be safe from 
the questionable talents of the modern 
biographer, and it is Indeed a barren

Nor are Ihes» two .Vmerlcan stat«.i- 
men the only victims of this Increas- 
ingly popular sport of devastation by 
biography. Robert Louis Steven.son, 
Lord Byron.
